Report To Urge Massive 
Banking Reorganization 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
presidential commission will 
soon recommend to President 
Nixon a massive reorganiza­ 
tion of the nation’s financial 
institutions that would open 
up competition in the banking 
community and go far toward 
e l i m i n a t i n g specializa­ 
tion among banks and savings 
associations. 
T h e panel’s 
report, 
18 
months in the making, makes 
dozens of suggestions includ­ 
ing the removal of many in- 
t e r e s t rate ceilings, and 
geographic 
restrictions 
on 
banking activities. 
It would also allow savings 
and loan associations to go 
beyond their present speciali­ 
zation in home finance and of­ 
fer checking accounts, con­ 
sumer loans and even sell 
mutual funds. 
Commercial 
banks, 
who 
now have exclusive right to 
many of these services, would 
be allowed to offer certain 
mortgage 
banking 
services 
restricted to savings institu­ 
tions. 
Allen P. Stults, President of 
the American Bankers Asso­ 
ciation, said he had not seen 
the report but was all for vi­ 
gorous competition between 
the financial institutions. 
“ However, fairness and the 
public interest require that 
those competing in the same 
market with the same serv­ 
ices be subjected to the same 
regulations and taxes,” Stults 
said. 
The 18-member commission 
is formally known 
as the 
Commission 
on 
Financial 
Structure and Regulation and 
informally as the Hunt Com­ 
mission after its chairman, 
Reed 0. Hunt, retired chair­ 
man of Crown-Zellerbach. 
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A synopsis of the report ap­ 
peared recently in a Wash­ 
ington 
newsletter 
published 
by the Bureau of National Af­ 
fairs. A commission spokes­ 
man said 
the 
newsletter’s 
version was based on a draft 
put together in October and 
that the report “ has been 
rewritten five or six times 
since then. There’s quite a lot 
of new wording.” 
But he added that published 
versions of the report’s pro­ 
posals were “ within the ball­ 
park.” 
The commission hopes to 
forward a final 
report to 
President Nixon this week. 
Action on many of the pro­ 
posals 
would 
require 
con­ 
gressional approval. 
The report’s proposals in­ 
clude: 


—Allowing savings and loan 
associations “ to offer a wide 
variety of savings deposits 
and certificates of deposit . . . 
(and) third. party payment 
services 
including 
checking 
accounts and credit cards.” 
—Abolishing 
interest 
rate 
ceilings on deposits over $10,- 
000 and phasing out interest 
ceilings on smaller accounts 
over the next 10 years. 


—Letting savings and loan 
associations and mutual sav­ 
ings banks “ manage and sell 
mingled agency accounts, sub­ 
ject to regulation by the Se­ 
curities and Exchange Com­ 
mission.” 
—Requiring federal reserve 
membership for all institu­ 
tions offering checking ac­ 
counts.

Report To Urge Massive 
Banking Reorganization 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -A 
^residential commission will 
;oon recommend to President 
Nixon a massive reorganiza­ 
tion of the nation’s financial 
institutions that would open 
up competition in the banking 
:ommunity and go far toward 
e l i m i n a t i n g specializa­ 
tion among banks and savings 
associations. 
Th e panel’s report, 
18 
months in the making, makes 
dozens of suggestions includ­ 
ing the removal of many in- 
t e r e s t rate ceilings, and 
geographic 
restrictions 
on 
banking activities. 
It would also allow savings 
and loan associations to go 
beyond their present speciali­ 
zation in home finance and of­ 
fer checking accounts, con­ 
sumer loans and even sell 
mutual funds. 
Commercial 
banks, 
who 
now have exclusive right to 
many of these services, would 
be allowed to offer certain 
mortgage 
banking 
services 
restricted to savings institu­ 
tions. 
Allen P. Stults, President of 
the American Bankers Asso­ 
ciation, said he had not seen 
the report but was all for vi­ 
gorous competition between 
the financial institutions. 
“ However, fairness and the 
public interest require that 
those competing in the same 
market with the same serv­ 
ices be subjected to the same 
regulations and taxes,” Stults 
said. 
The 18-member commission 
is formally known 
as the 
Commission 
on 
Financial 
Structure and Regulation and 
informally as the Hunt Com­ 
mission after its chairman, 
Reed 0. Hunt, retired chair­ 
man of Crown-Zellerbach. 


A synopsis of the report ap­ 
peared recently in a Wash­ 
ington newsletter 
published 
by the Bureau of National Af­ 
fairs. A commission spokes­ 
man said the newsletter’s 
version was based on a draft 
put together in October and 
that the report “ has been 
rewritten five or six times 
since then. There’s quite a lot 
of new wording.” 
But he added that published 
versions of the report’s pro­ 
posals were “within the ball­ 
park.” 
The commission hopes to 
forward a final report to 
President Nixon this week. 
Action on many of the pro­ 
posals 
would 
require 
con­ 
gressional approval. 
The report’s proposals in­ 
clude: 


—Allowing savings and loan 
associations “ to offer a wide 
variety of savings deposits 
and certificates of deposit . . . 
(and) third. party payment 
services including checking 
accounts and credit cards.” 
—Abolishing interest 
rate 
ceilings on deposits over $10,- 
000 and phasing out interest 
ceilings on smaller accounts 
over the next 10 years. 
—Letting savings and loan 
associations and mutual sav­ 
ings banks “ manage and sell 
mingled agency accounts, sub­ 
ject to regulation by the Se­ 
curities and Exchange Com­ 
mission.” 
—Requiring federal reserve 
membership for all institu­ 
tions offering checking ac­ 
counts. 
—Allowing savings and loan

The lower court said the 
state could prohibit obscene 
movies and 
live entertain­ 
ment if it could show they 
were obscene under standards 
set by the courts.

In a brief, state officials 
disputed the lower court’s fin­ 
ding. They contended the lo­ 
wer court had erred in as­ 
suming that dancing and en­ 
tertainment were 
“ speech” 


and 
“ ex pressio n” 
pro tected 
by the First Amendment. 
In pro hibiting certain sex ­ 
ual co nduct in entertainment 
pro v ided in bars and nig ht­ 
clubs, the state’s brief said, 
the department was merely 
seeking to prev ent co nditio ns 
resulting 
in 
“ serio us 
and 
g rav e injuries to the public 
welfare and mo rals o f the 
peo ple o f Califo rnia.” 
The brief said the depart­ 
ment’s reg ulatio ns pro hibited 
certain “ no n-v erbal acts” o n 
premises licensed to serv e li­ 
quo r. Such pro hibited acts in­ 
cluded sex ual interco urse and 


o ther sex ual activ ities as well 
as 
f i l m s depicting such 
acts. 
Acts and co nduct which the 
department so ug ht to pro hi­ 
bit, the state’s brief said, had 
fo llo wed the adv ent o f so -cal­ 
led “ to pless waitresses”

state-licensed bars and nig ht­ 
clubs. It said the pro g ressio n 
“ to nudes, to liv e sex ual acts 
and co nduct, and to v isual 
display s (by mo tio n pictures) 
o f such sex ual acts and co n­ 
duct” 
had 
resulted 
in 
in­ 
creased “ public welfare and 
mo rals pro blems” in places 
where liquo r is so ld.

year-old federal law. A group 
of students from Hempstead, 
N.Y., brought suit against a 
ski tour operator under the 
1946 Lanham Act which al­ 
lowed a businessman to ob­ 
tain damages against an un­ 
scrupulous competitor. Lower 
federal courts ruled the law 
was designed “ exclusively” to 
p r o t e c t businessmen even 


though it says “ any person” 
may sue. 
—Affirmed an order revok­ 
ing federal tax exemptions of 
white academies in Missis­ 
sippi unless they can establ­ 
ish they are pu' suing non-dis- 
criminatory 
racial 
policies. 
The lower court order, which 
had been unsuccessfully ap­ 
pealed twice before to the Su­ 
preme Court, was challenged 
by Dan Coit, a white parent 
from Meridian whose children

academy. A three-judge ap­ 
peals court held that such 
schools are denied tax exemp­

SAIGON (U PI) - Commu­ 
nist forces fired two hundred- 
pound rockets into the heart 
of Saigon today, but the So­ 
viet-built missiles caused only 
minor injuries and damage. 
Th e N o r t h Vietnamese 
claimed they shot down four 
U.S. F4 Phantom jets in two 
days. A Hanoi Radio broad­ 
cast said one was shot down 
Friday and three more were 
brought 
down 
over 
North 
Vietnam on Saturday. 
The U.S. command acknow­ 
ledged that one F4 was down­ 
ed Friday by a Soviet-built 
missile but said the two pilots 
were rescued the same day. 
It refused comment on the 
Hanoi 
Radio 
report 
three 
more planes were downed. 
The 
command 
frequently 
holds back reports of downed 
planes while search and res­ 
cue operations are underway. 


The two 122mm rockets that 
hit Saigon this morning were 
the first to strike the capital 
since Oct. 3—election day — 
when three rockets killed two 
persons. One of today’s rock­ 
ets hit a row of houses near 
t h e 
dockyards, 
showering 
residents with flying glass, 
while the other struck near 
the night watchman’s guard 
post at a waterfront brewery. 
Neither rocket caused serious 
injuries. 
In another action, Commu­ 
nist gunners shelled Bien Hoa 
airbase 15 miles northeast of 
Saigon for the second time in 
three nights. Spokesmen said 
t h e r e were no casualties 
caused by the four rockets 
that hit the U.S. base. 
In neighboring Cambodia, 
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government troops reoccupied 
Phnom Baset, a key hill 15 
miles north of the capital of 
Phnom 
Penh, early 
today. 
There was no opposition from 
Communist forces, a spokes­ 
man said, 
and 
the 
action 
h e l p e d relieve Communist 
pressure on Phnom Penh. 
However, Communists re­ 
newed attacks on the Cambo­ 
dian base camp at 
Peam 
Chhkor, 42 miles north of 
Phnom Penh. A spokesman 
reported heavy shelling early 
today. The camp lies along 
the Tonle Sap river at the 
mouth of the Chinit river and 
is a key point for support of 
beleagured government troops 
at Tang Kauk and Prakham, 
20 miles to the east. 
The fall of Phnom Baset, 
a 300-foot hill, deprived Com­ 
munist forces of a peak from 
which they could see Phnom 
Penh and could use for mor­ 
tar and rocket assaults on 
traffic moving toward the ca­ 
pital from the north. 
There was 
no 
indication 
why the Communists pulled 
out of their post on the hill.

J a rring Ta Resume 
Mide a s t Mission

month to resume his Middle 
East Peace mission, a United 
Nations spokesman reported. 
Israeli Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban, 
meanwhile, 
indicated 
Israel is considering a new 
approach to the American ini­ 
tiative for a special agreement 
to reopen the Suez Canal. 
Eban and Jarring, secret­ 
ary General T hant’s special 
Middle 
East peace 
envoy, 
met to discuss the subject 
T hursday, 
the 
spokesman 
said. Jarring conferred Wed­ 
nesday with Egyptian foreign 
Minister Mahmoud Riad. 
T he 
spokesman said the 
new peace effort would be 
made “ in light of recent de­ 
velopments” — an apparent 
reference to the General As­ 
sembly resolution on Monday 
calling on Israel to “ respond 
favorably” to last February’s 
memorandum addressed 
by 
Jarring to Egypt and Israel. 
Jarring’s february memo­ 
randum reiterated the resolu­ 
tion of Nov. 22, 1967, calling 
for Israeli withdrawal from 
all Arab lands occupied dur­ 
ing the 1967 War and the ack­ 
nowledgement of sovereignty, 
territorial integrity and poli­ 
tical independence of each na­ 
tion in the region. 
Both Riad and Eban urged 
Jarring to resume his mis­ 
sion, the spokesman said. But 


Eban made it clear in his 
meeting that it could not be 
done of the basis of Monday’s 
resolution because, as he said 
at 
a luncheon 
Wednesday, 
Jarring’s mandate was 
de­ 
rived not by the Assembly but 
by the 1967 Security Council 
Resolution which launched the 
mission. 
T he U.N. spokesman said 
Jarring would spend the holi­ 
days in Moscow, where he is 
the Swedish ambassador, and 
then return to the United Na­ 
tions “ in early January to de­ 
termine how discussions un­ 
der his auspices can be re­ 
sumed.” 
Eban spoke about the U.S. 
Suez Canal initiative in an in­ 
terview with the army radio 
station Galei Zahal which was 
broadcast as Israeli troops 
clashed twice in the occupied 
Gaza Strip with Arab Guer­ 
rillas. A T el Aviv spokesman 
said an Israeli soldier and 
five Arab guerrillas, one of 
them commander of a Pales­ 
tinian guerrilla wing, were 
killed in the action. 
Eban said Prime Minister 
Golda Meir received clarifica­ 
tion of the U.S. initiative to 
reopen the Suez Canal during 
her recent 12-day visit 
to 
Washington. 
T he United States has cal­ 
led agreement on its Suez 
Canal initiative an important 
step in solving the tense si­ 
tuation in the Middle East.

SAN DIEGO (U P I)—Peter 
Bohmer, the San Diego State 
College assistant economics 
professor whose closed hear­ 
ings resulted in major demon­ 
strations the past two weeks, 
will not be rehired, the col­ 
lege has announced. 
Acting president Dr. Donal 
Walker said, “ state law re­ 
quires that all second-year 
probationary 
faculty 
mem­ 
bers be told by this week 
whether they will be reap­ 
pointed for the 1972-73 year. 
In the case of professor Peter 
Bohmer, two factors prevent 
my assuring him at this time 
that he will be rehired.” 
He said the first was the 
disciplinary procedure involv­ 
ing Bohmer and the second 
was “ new information unre- 
1 a t e d to current charges 
against him seem to call for 
reconsideration 
of 
recom­ 
mendations 
concerning 
his 
reappointment for next year.” 
Walker sent Bohmer a reg­ 
istered letter saying his serv­ 
ices will not be needed after 
next June. 
Bohmer was 
accused by 
two students of lowering their 
grades and harassing them 
because they opposed his so- 
called liberal views. Closed 
hearings were held at the 
state building, and about 200 
students daily picketed the 
building and scuffled with po­ 
lice in objection to the hear­ 
ings being closed. 
The tenure committee of 
the department of economics 
adopted a motion Friday reaf­ 
firming its recommendation 
that Bohmer be reappointed. 
Walker said he could not 
speculate 
on 
future 
devel­ 
opments in the case while 
proceedings 
remain 
under­ 
way.

Muskie Claims Nixon's Turning His Back on American Farmer 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) 
—Claiming President Nixon 
“ has turned his back on the 
American farmer,” Sen. Ed­ 
mund S. Muskie has called for 
new anti-trust legislation to 
keep large corporations from 
taking over the nation’s agri­ 
culture. 


Muskie also told the Nation­ 
al Farmers Organization that 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz “ stood for an agricultur­ 
al system that is killing the 
family farm.” 
The Maine Democrat said 
B u t z 
and 
the 
President 
“ stand for the greatest threat 
to free enterprise agriculture 
in this nation’s history.” He 


predicted 
that 
“ a 
million 
more family farms” would be 
monopolized by giant farm 
corporations by 1980. 
“ We need strong new anti­ 
trust legislation and vigorous 
prosecution to keep corpora­ 
tions from taking over the 
farms of America,” he said. 
M u s k i e , considered the 
frontrunner for his party’s 
presidential nomination, also 
called for strengthening col­ 
lective bargaining among far- 
m e r s 
fo r 
“ fairer 
farm 
prices” . 
In his hard hitting attack on 
the administration’s farm po­ 
licies, Muskie said President 
Nixon was “ no friend of the 


farmer” . 
He said that Butz and the 
President “ stand for gentle­ 
men farmers in wood-paneled 


offices, who wouldn’t know a 
bam from a silo.” 
The new agriculture secret­ 
ary, he said, had “ learned his 


farming in the blackboard 
world of graphs and charts 
and his economics in the 
boardrooms of big business. 


New England Lobsters on West Coast? 


DAVIS, Calif. (UPI)—Scien­ 
tists believe they have solved 
the problem of raising New 
England lobsters on the West 
Coast—a feat that has eluded 
experimenters for 100 years. 
Attempts to transplant the 
famous Maine lobster in the 
Pacific Ocean have failed in 
the past but “ lobster farm­ 
ing” may be the answer. 


Dr. R obert A. Schleser and 
John Hughes two University

lobsters in two years. It takes 
eight years in the normal 
North Atlantic habitat.

Martha’s Vineyard Mass. 


No true North Atlantic lob­ 
ster has ever been developed 
for the Pacific. The creatures 
marketed from the Pacific 
are crawfish 
without

huge meaty claws.

Child Care Inequity 
In New Tax Law 


Because o f “ family -weakening implicatio ns” in 
o ne sectio n o f the welfare refo rm bill, inv o lv ing g o v ­ 
ernment subsidizatio n o f child dev elo pment centers, 
President Nix o n v eto ed the entire bill. 
Then, because he wanted mo st o f the baubles Co n­ 
g ress had hung o n the tax bill “ Christmas tree,” he 
turned aro und and sig ned into law a deductio n which 
will, in effect, pay mo thers to neg lect their children. 
This is the pro v isio n which will permit wo rking 
co uples who se co mbined inco mes are under $1 8,000, 
who hav e children under 1 5 and who file a jo int 
return, to deduct as a “ business ex pense” the co st 
o f baby sitters o r do mestic help o r the v ery same 
day care centers the President is so leerv abo ut—up 
to $4 ,800. 
To repeat: The wo rking mo ther strug g ling alo ng 
with her husband o n a mere $1 8.000 a y ear may no w 
hav e the benefit o f g o v ernment-subsidized maid 
serv ice to the tune o f $4 00 a mo nth. (In the 20 per 
cent bracket, this wo uld be $80 a mo nth in actual 
tax sav ing s.) 
No t o nly that, but the wo rking mo ther who is 
helping father keep the wo lf fro m the do o r with a 
co mbined inco me as hig h as $2 7,000 can also claim 
partial benefits, depending upo n the number o f chil­ 
dren. 
Meanwhile, the mo ther who thinks that the mo st 
impo rtant jo b in the wo rld is caring fo r her family 
and who se husband is try ing to suppo rt that family 
by himself o n may be $7,000 o r $8,000 a y ear will be 
tapped fo r their full tax liability . If the wife is sick­ 
ly and needs o utside help with the ho usewo rk o r 
wo uld like so me time o ff fro m the kids, that’s their 
pro blem. 
Talk abo ut tax lo o pho les fo r the wealthy . This o ne 
was tailo r-made fo r the middle class—specifically , 7 
millio n wo rking mo thers with y o ung children in fa­ 
milies with to tal inco me o f mo re than $1 0,000 (plus 
tho se mo thers who will no w decide to g o o ut and g et 
so me o f the g rav y ). 
It is also o ne mo re pro o f that it pay s to lo bby . 
What was o nce a sensible pro v isio n aimed at help­ 
ing wido wed, div o rced o r sing le parents and co uples 
with inco me belo w $6 ,000 was ballo o ned o ut o f all 
pro po rtio n thanks to be lo bby ing effo rts o f a g ro up 
called “ Mo thers United fo r Fair Tax atio n.” 
“ Fair” tax atio n? 
As Natio nal Observ er writer Michael Mallo y has 
po inted o ut, the idea is unfair in its v ery co nceptio n 
since its discriminates unjustly amo ng wo rking 
mo thers. ALL mo thers wo rk, and tho se who lo o k 
after a ho use full o f kids all day wo rk harder than 
tho se who spend the same ho urs strumming an elec­ 
tric ty pewriter in an air-co nditio ned o ffice. 
But the new law will subsidize o nly mo thers who 
g o OUT to wo rk, and it will subsidize tho se who 
need it least. The mo ther who drudg es o v er so ­ 
meo ne else’s iro ning fo r $1 .50 an ho ur pay s so little 
inco me tax that the deductio n will hardly affect her. 
Child care is no t a “ business ex pense,” a co st o f 
g o ing to wo rk, say s Mallo y . It is a co st o f raising a 
family , o ne which ev ery family faces, and it is 
g reater when o nly o ne parent wo rks than when bo th 
wo rk. 
Fo r ex ample, if a mo ther co uld earn $8,000 as a 
secretary but elects to stay ho me with her kids, it 
“ co sts” her $8,000 fo r child care. But if she do es g o 
o ut to wo rk and pay s so meo ne $9 0 a week to lo o k 
alter them, no w, thanks to Uncle Sam, it co sts her 
o nly $4 ,500 a y ear, and she has mo ney left o v er to 
buy a new car o r refurnish the liv ing ro o m. 
No t o nly is the new deductio n g ro ssly unfair, it is 
a slap in the lace o f ev ery mo ther who is o ld-fash­ 
io ned eno ug h to believ e that her children need her 
mo re than she needs a hig her standard o f liv ing . 
If America’s future lies with its y o uth, by all 
that’s ratio nal we o ug ht to bo pay ing mo thers to 
stay with their children, no t enco urag ing them to 
leav e them. 


OK for Pete, But 


One o f the funnier campaig n plo y s o f the blo sso m­ 
ing presidential quest has co me fro m Califo rnia’s 
Co ng ressman Po le McClo skey , who prides himself 
o n 
being the o nly av o wed 
Republican 
running 
ag ainst President Nix o n. 
In a recent pair o f adv ertisements, jux tapo sed o n 
facing pag es o f mo st newspapers in which they ap­ 
peared, McClo skey — thro ug h his campaig n co m­ 
mittee, McClo skey Vo lunteers — sternly and rig ­ 
hteo usly to o k Vice President Ag new to task fo r o ne 
o f his wry remarks: “ I understand Pete McCo skey 
. . . has iiad to sell his fav o rite painting , Benedict 
Arno ld Cro ssing the Delaware.” 
Do es this mean, the ad asked that Pete — o r 
any o ne — is a traito r if he do esn’t hav e blind lo y al­ 
ty to his party ? “ Ag new sho uldn’t g et away with 
that.” 
The facing ad takes a different tack. Its headline: 
“ Imag ine hav ing an o ld-fashio ned, to ug h, straig ht- 
talking American idealist lo r President.” 
The ad g o es o n to say that “ Pete McClo skey say s 
what he believ es, whether y o u like it o r no t. He tells 
y o u where he stands, whether y o u ag ree o r no t.” 
And o h y es, in the Ag new ad there’s the line: “ He 
will co ntinue to say what lie believ es ev en if tho se 
in po wer disag ree.” 
Is Pete try ing to tell us that free-speaking is 
wro ng fo r tho se in po wer, but OK fo r tho se seeking 
po wer? Fo r presidents, but no t fo r v ice presidents?

Tay lor, wrote her an im p as­ 
sioned ap p eal u rging her “ in­ 
terv ention in gaining Mr. Nix ­ 
on’s ap p rov al.”

A “right to work” organ­ 
ization is back of the su it. It 
has for long tim e claimed 
that organized labor has been 
contribu ting to p olitical cam ­ 
p aigns and also has been do­ 
nating the time and efforts of 
r a n k-and-file workers 
and 
u nion officials. Throu gh these 
sp ecial committees and other 
means, 
u nion 
contribu tions 
are estim ated to hav e su p ­ 
p lied many millions of dollars 
to candidates, most of them 
Democratic, 
in

national 
election. 


Fo rced to Jo in 


The su it which has been 
filed in federal cou rt in Wash­ 
ington by a grou p of Califor­ 
nia workers asks that the Se­ 
cretary of the Treasu ry and 
the Internal 
Rev enu e com­ 
missioner be enjoined from 
granting tax ex emp tions to la­ 
bor u nions which fu rnish fi­ 
nancial su p p ort to p olitical 
cau ses and candidates. The 
argu m ent is made that 22 
w or k e r s were forced by 
u nion-shop contracts in cer­ 
tain p lants in California to 
join a u nion against their will 
and that the du es they had to 
p ay then were u sed by the 
u nions for p olitical cam p aigns 
which the workers themselv es 
op p ose. 
The cu rrent su it Is based on 
a 197 0 ru ling by a three-ju dge 
f e d e r a l cou rt which took 
away the tax ex emp tion of 
p riv ate segregated schools in 
Mississip p i. The cou rt’s deci­ 
sion accep ted the argu m ent 
that, 
by 
su bsidizing 
su ch 
schools throu gh tax ex emp ­ 
tion, the federal gov ernment 
was deny ing “eq u al p rotec­ 
tion of the law.” The new su it 
seeks to ex tend the sam e rea­ 
soning to u nions engaging in 
p olitical activ ities. 
In the case ju st filed, lt is 
declared that some 
u nions 
“ channel their tax -ex emp t in­ 
come into the camp aigns of 
candidates for p u blic office 
and otherwise 
ex p end 
tax - 
ex emp t u nion money to su p ­ 
p ort p olitical candidates” and 
that this “ constitu tes u nlawfu l 
federal financial su bsidy to 
candidates for p u blic office.” 


Su ch action, it is claimed, 
“ imp oses u p on p laintiffs and 
ot h e r 
tax p ay ers 
a 
dis- 
crim inatorily greater share of 
the tax bu rden.” The su it al­ 
leges that the granting 
or 
continu ing of tax ex emp tion 
to su ch labor organizations is 
contrary to law and v iolates 
the 
w orkers’ 
constitu tional 
rights of freedom of sp eech, 
association and eq u al p rotec­ 
tion. 


For 
m any 
y ears, 
labo r 
u nions hav e set u p separate 
com m ittees to collect money 
from workers to be u sed in 
p olitical camp aigns. The p oint 
is 
m ade 
that 
these 
con­ 
tribu tions, therefore, are v ol­ 
u ntary and are not a p art of 
any u nion op eration. The p ro­ 
cess, on the other hand, is 
criticized becau se u nion re­ 
sou rces are u sed and the tim e 
of u nion m em bers and offi­ 
cials is dev oted throu gh these 
com m ittees to the gathering 
of fu nds fo r po litical p u r­ 
p oses. 


T he 
labor-u nion 
leaders 
hav e, of cou rse, been aw are 
of the p rov isions of the law 
which forbid contribu tions to 
p olitical cam p aigns. Bu t the 
sp ecial com m ittees organized 
by the u nions hav e been be­ 
liev ed 
to 
fall 
ou tside 
the 
scop e of the p rohibition. The

be 
ju dged largely on what ev i­ 
dence is p resented as to the 
activ ities of the sp ecial com­ 
m ittees that carry on the soli­ 
citation of fu nds and allegedly 
u se cash deriv ed from labor- 
u nion sou rces.

T he right-to-work organ­ 
ization in Washington has for 
y ears been contending that

Citrus Area Pots 


SAN BERNARDINO — Cold 
weather means an early start 
for investigators of the coun­ 
ty’s Air Pollution Control Dis­ 
trict. 
They are on the job long 
before daybreak watching cit­ 
rus 
groves 
for 
excessive 
smoke from dirty heaters or 
heaters that have burned dry 
or are not properly regulated. 
Temperatures have dipped 
into the 20s already this win­ 
ter, causing citrus growers to 
light the primarily oil-burning 
heaters to help protect their 
crops and trees from freez­ 
ing. 
Investigators 
report 
the 
term “ smudge pot” has given 
way 
to 
“ orchard 
heater” 
since growers have discarded 
the theory that the 
more 
heavy black smoke produced, 
the more protection given the 
grove. 
In 
a 
more 
economical 
sense, they added, more ac­ 
tual heat per gallon of oil is 
produced by a clean burning 
heater. The old method of 
burning tires and smoke pro­ 
ducing rubbish to heat groves 
is now illegal. 
Investigators issue either a 
citation or violation notice to 
growers whose orchard heat­ 
ers produce excessive smoke. 


A citation requires a court 


appearance 
and 
carries 
a 


maximum penalty of $500 or 


six months in jail, or both. A 


violation notice requires the 


violator to show within 10 
days that the problem has 
been corrected. 
In some cases, excessive 
s m o k e 
is 
not 
primarily 
caused by dirty heaters but 
by the oil which continues to 
smolder after the flames have 
been put out or burned out. 
Th e 
heaters 
are 
exti­ 
nguished by placing a cap on 
top of the stack. But if the 
cap doesn’t fit tightly or if 
there are other air leaks in 
the equipment, the oil may 
produce large quantities of 
heavy smoke until combustion 
is completely stopped, they 
explained. 
The problem of smoke as a 
result of dirty heaters has 
b e e n l a r g e l y eliminated 
through the work of one in­ 
vestigator who is permanently 
assigned to heater and grove 
inspection. 


Eaclj citrus grower must 
file in August an application 
for all groves where there are 
heaters. Before any firing is 
done, the investigator inspects 
the heaters. If dirty or poorly 
maintained, 
they 
must 
be 
cleaned or repaired before 
firing is permitted. 
Fees for firing permits are 
$3.50 for up to 10 acres; $7 for 
10 to 20 acres; and $10 for 20 
or more acres. In addition, 
growers must pay two or 
three cents per heater de­ 
pending upon the class of the 
heater, but with the total cost 
of a single permit not to ex­ 
ceed $35. 
Fuel blocks, made of a che­ 
mical compound which burns 
almost smoke free, are per­ 
mitted at only 50 cents an 
acre. 
The APCD during the 1970- 
71 winter season issued 813 
firing permits for 10,711 acres 
with 414,574 heaters. There 
v/ere 51 non firing permits is­ 
sued for 581 acres, with 22,551 
heaters. Total permit revenue 
was nearly $13,000.

(U PI) —Veterans or their wi­ 
dows getting either service or 
nonservice connected pensions 
or compensation will receive 
a 6.5 per cent increase in 
benefits starting Jan. 1 under 
two bills signed by President 
Nixon. 
The measures which won 
final congressional approval 
in the Senate 
earlier 
this 
month would also assure that 
the pensions would not be af- 
f e c t e d by social security 
benefit 
increases 
approved 
earlier this year. 
Pension eligibility is set at 
certain income levels and in 
the past social security in­ 
creases have pushed some 
pension recipients over the le­ 
vel with the result of loss or 
reduction in veterans pension 
payments. 
Non-service connected pen­ 
sions are now paid to an esti­ 
mated 1.6 million veterans or 
their widows and the increase 
to this group under the new 
law will cost $660.7 million 
over a five-year period. 
Compensation payments co­ 
vered in the second bill would 
be increased the 6.5 per cent 
for parents of 
servicemen 
who die of service connected 
causes. Widows in this cate­ 
gory would have their com­ 
pensation 
increased 10 per 
cent and children of serv­ 
icemen who die of service- 
connected causes would have 
their compensation increased 
5 per cent. The total five year 
cost in this category would be 
$347.3 million.

of a newspaper reporter who 
refused to tell a judge the 
source of his story about the 
Charles 
Manson 
case 
was 
upheld by the state Court of 
Appeal. 
A panel of three justices is­ 
sued a 20-page opinion back­ 
ing the efforts of Superior 
Court Judge Charles H. Oider 
to learn the source of the sto­ 
ry by Bill Farr, then a re­ 
porter for the Los Angeles 


Herald-Examiner. 
Farr reported that a wit­ 
ness in the case stated out of 
court that the Manson “ Fami­ 
ly” planned to kill several 
celebrities, 
including 
Frank 
Sinatra, Richard Burton and 
Elizabeth Taylor. 
That report did not come 
out in court testimony, and a 
judge had issued a special or­ 
der 
limiting 
out 
of 
court 
statements by principals in­ 
volved in the case. 
The appeals court, in effect, 


defended the right of Older to 
enforce the order—an order 
which the opinion said was 
mandated under a fair trial 
ruling of the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 
When Farr was cited for 
contempt, he had left the Her­ 
ald-Examiner 
and 
become 
press secretary to the district 
attorney. He since has left 
that position to join the Los 
Angeles Times. 
In one of several contempt 
hearings, Farr told Older he 


had received the information 
from a transcript supplied by 
two of the six lawyers in­ 
volved in the case. He re­ 
fused, however, to name the 
two, claiming protection of a 
state law permitting newsmen 
to keep their sources con­ 
fidential. 
Judge Older held that Farr 
was not a reporter at the 
time of the contempt proceed­ 
ing and thus was not pro­ 
tected by the law. Farr con­ 
tended the flow of information 


would be curtailed if sources 
feared disclosure when a re­ 
porter left the profession. 
The appeals court opinion 
said the “ narrow facts” of 
the case did not support the 
contention that the law pro­ 
tects former newsmen. 
To find otherwise, the opi­ 
nion 
said, 
would 
“ counte­ 
nance an unconstitutional in­ 
terference by 
a 
legislative 
branch with an inherent and 
vital power of the court in 
control its own proceedings 


and officers.” 
The opinion did not mention 
of a new state law which 
would, in future cases, extend 
t h e 
protection 
to 
former 
newsmen. 
“ The trial court,” the opi­ 
nion said, “ was faced with in­ 
formation that two of the six 
trial counsel who had con­ 
ducted the case before it were 
guilty of serious misconduct. 
“ It was both empowered 
and duty bound to inquire into 
the validity of the informa- 


tion.” 
The opinion said there was 


an “ undeniable need for dis­ 


closure if the court is not to 
be thwarted in its effort to 
enforce its order.” 
The opinion was written by 
J u s t i c e Robert Thompson 
with concurrence by Justice 
Mildred L. Lillie and Presid­ 
ing Justice Parker Wood.

HOLLYWOOD (U P I)—Prime 
time’s two lowest-rated com­ 
mercial television series, week 
in and week out, are ABC-TV’s 
new Wednesday night shows 
with Shirley MacLaine and 
Anthony Quinn, and both stars 
must be rather bewildered by 
their position.

the stories really don’t relate 
that much to the idea of the 
series about a mayor—for too 
often they tend to get into 
sentimental tales that could 
be about any hero, the prob­ 
lem being how to dramatize 
the life and duties of a public 
official. At any rate, though 
he tends to act in a one­ 
dimensional vein—Zorba the 


mayor, so to speak—he has 
nonetheless been an attractive 
star in an honorable series. 
And it is a pity that both he 
and

bombed out. Both have true 
star quality and would seem 
to be fine company for a 
drink.

Forbidden Fruit 


By DR. JOYCE BROTHERS 


DEAR 
DR. 
BROTHERS: 
I ’m a young married woman 
and my marriage is quite 
good _ not ecstatically good 
— but quite good. It probably 
could be better if I didn’t 
have this terrible problem of 
being physically attracted to 
my husband’s men friends. I 
think if it were not considered 
wrong 
I 
wouldn’t 
feel 
as 
drawn to them as I do. I have 
the same problem with pot. 
Although I ’ve never admitted 
this to anyone, I think one of 
the reasons I like it is that 
it’s illegal. — S.P. 


Dear S.P.: 
You seem to 
have a great deal of insight 
into your own problems and 
from your description, I think 
your own analysis is probably 
quite 
accurate. 
There 
are 
people who are able to enjoy 
sex only if it is forbidden and 
frequently this is a sign of 
immaturity. 
In 
childhood, 
most sexual activities are for­ 
bidden and considered wrong. 
As we grow older, these pro­ 
hibitions are lifted and these 
same sexual activities are not 
only not forbidden, but are 
considered quite correct in 
certain situations. 
As we grow up we usually 
change our ideas and feelings 
about 
what 
is 
right 
and 
wrong, but some individuals 
find it difficult to change and 
they still carry over, the sense 
of excitement and special at­ 
traction toward what is for­ 
bidden, whether this is pot or 
sex. Because sex was forbid­ 
den to the child, it often re­ 
mains for some people the 
forbidden thing. This kind of­ 
ten claims that having an af­ 
fair is much more satisfying 
than 
being 
married. 
Once 
there is marriage, they say, 
there’s no more excitement. 
What they mean is that there 
is no more guilt and they 
seem to want and need a cer­ 
tain amount of guilt in order 
to enjoy themselves sexually. 


To be able to enjoy only 
what is forbidden is actually 
setting an arbitrary limitation 
on enjoyment. Often, this type 
of individual needs a certain 
amount of anxiety in order to 


perform or to enjoy himself 
sexually. He is actually rob­ 
bing himself although he is 
usually not aware of this. 


PSYCHIATRIST 
Dr. 
Otto 
Sperling sees this seeking af­ 
ter the fobidden as simply 
placing one more condition on 
enjoyment, thereby making it 
more difficult to achieve. 
Because of your own feel­ 
ings 
you 
are 
jeopardizing 
your marriage and limiting 
your own chances for happi­ 
ness. It might help if you took 
a close look at your marriage 
and at how you actually feel 
about your relationship, what 
you expect from it, and what 
you expect to give to improve 
it. The fact that you took 
time to write this letter indi­ 
cates that you want to begin 
to make some change and 
that 
you 
are 
willing 
and 
ready to search into your own 
reasons for vour behavior. 


The attraction for the for­ 
bidden is a problem of imma­ 
turity, for to look at sexuality 
as something forbidden is an 
adolescent way of feeling and 
thinking. Your attraction to 
marijuana because it is ille­ 
gal is a further example of 
immature thinking. It is cer-

Som e Tips To Avoid Accidents in Last-Minute Rush 


NEW YORK (UPH - Last 
minute cooking, like last min­ 
ute shopping, takes some of 
the joy out of any party. 
Among other things, it can 
cause accidents that spoil the 
day. 
But advance 
cooking 
also can present problems, 
such as an overstuffed refri­ 
gerator whose cooling effi­ 
ciency is impaired. 
Here, 
from 
the 
Greater 
New York Safety Council and 
the New York City Health 
and Hospitals Corp., are tips 
to help you avoid these and 
other risks. 
Mrs. Marjorie May, direc­ 
tor of the safety council, sug­ 
gests you do as much cooking 
as possible ahead of time so 
you won’t be tired and rushed 
at the last minute. 
Keep children out of the 
kitchen, especially when you 
use electrical appliances such 
as mixers. 
Use good 
potholders 
for 
handling hot foods. The mit­ 
ten type is recommended be­ 
cause it covers the back of 
the hand and doesn’t droop. 
Never substitute a damp to­ 


wel. It can break a hot glass 
contakier and steam caused 
by dampness can burn your 
hands. 
Mrs. May said towels of 
terrycloth and other napped 
fabrics 
are 
especially 
ha- 
z a r d o u s because repeated 
washing loosens their fibers 
and makes them more vulne­ 
rable than usual to fire. 
Dress Sensibly 
Dress sensibly in a house- 
dress with pockets and open­ 
ings that aren’t 
liable 
to 
catch on knobs, pothandles 
and 
doors. 
Avoid 
clothing 
with bows and long sleeves. 
Wear 
sensible 
shoes 
with 
heels that are straight, in 
good condition and likely to 
stay on the feet. 
Mrs. May said poorly fitted 
or 
worn 
shoes 
are 
very 
fatiguing — a hidden but big 
cause of accidents. 
Take a coffee break at mid­ 
morning and 
midafternoon, 
with or without the coffee. Sit 
down and put your feet up for 
at least five minutes. 
Even as simple a task as 
lighting the oven can be dang­ 


erous if you must use a 
match instead of a pilot light. 
Stand to one side, not directly 
in front of the oven. Open the 
door a couple of inches for a 
couple of minutes to let any 
accumulated 
gas 
escape. 


Light the match 
BEFORE 
you turn on the gas. 
With an oven pilot light, 
reverse the procedure. Don’t 
open the oven door until you 
hear flames hissing. It’s gas 
accumulating in the oven that 


triggers the pilot light. 


For chopping or 
cutting 
food, use a cutting board, not 
a plate or the porcelain sink 
cover. Your knife can slip on 
a hard, shiny surface and 


cause a painful or dangerous 
cut. 
Both Mrs. May and Char­ 
lotte Scotti, director of dietet­ 
ics for the city health and 
hospitals agency, 
cautioned 
against overloading refrigera- 


Plentiful Foods Are the Best Buys 


According to the Plentiful 
F o o d s Program’s report, 
items in good supply for No­ 
vember include turkeys, rice, 
cranberry products, apple and 
pear canned products, broiler- 
fryers and pork. Although re­ 
ports are not yet all in, the 
list is expected to be the 
same for December. 
That 
means these foods should be 
good buys because of their 
large supply. 
Jack Rue, 
for 
18 years 
executive vice president of a 
Maryland canners and free­ 
zers association, is the new 
director of the Agriculture 
Department’s Plentiful Foods 
Program and sounds like a 


go-getter. 
“ Consumers are important, 
yes. But the quickest and 
cheapest way to get surplus 
foods off the market is to go 
directly to the purchasing 
heads 
of the great chain 
stores, and of group hospitals 
and nursing homes. They buy 
large amounts and can quick­ 
ly reduce the supply of over- 
plentiful foods,” Rue says. 
He said that when the sup­ 
ply of a crop rises 10 per cent 
above normal, 
the 
market 
price for perishable goods 
drops 30 per cent. The pur­ 
pose of the Plentiful Foods 
Program is to keep market 
prices stable, to prevent ma­ 


ladjustments, whenever pos­ 
sible through persuasion and 
information. 
Prior to Rue’s appointment, 
the program was tied in with 
S c h o o l Lunch, Commodity 
Distribution and Food Stamps 
programs. These are all now 
under the Food and Nutrition 
program of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 
“ Now we are free to push 
the plentifuls 100 per cent. We 
hve divided the territory into 
75 marketing areas and we 
work mainly with food produ- 
c e r s 
and 
big 
industrial 
groups.” 
“ For example, last April 
we had a glut of strawberries 


from the south pile up in the 
New York markets. So we 
told New York office to con­ 
tact the 46 large institutional 
users of produce. In 24 hours, 
all those perishable strawber­ 
ries had been taken off the 
market certainly at reduced 
prices.” 
Another example: Last win­ 
ter because of a freeze in Flo­ 
r i d a , p l a n t e r s suddenly 
planted 8,000 acres to corn in­ 
stead of the usual 2,000 acres. 
Therefore, at one time all the 
corn was shipped to market 
and flooded it. Rue had his 
men contact merchants in the 
Midwest and Southwest and 
sold all the excess corn. 


tors with too many hot foods 
at one time. This raises the 
interior temperature of the 
appliance and increases the 
risk of food spoilage. 
Food wrapped in heavy pa­ 
per should be rewrapped in 
lighter material because the 
heavy 
kind 
insulates 
food 
against refrigeration. 
Mrs. Scotti said cooked food 
should remain at room tem­ 
perature 
only 
until 
steam 
stops rising from it. Then it 
should be covered and ref­ 
rigerated, but with enough 
space around it for cold air to 
c i r c u l a t e and bring the 
freshly cooked food well be­ 
low 50 degrees Fahrenheit in 
a hurry. 
She said frozen foods that 
need defrosting before cook­ 
ing — such as unstuffed tur­ 
keys — should be defrosted in 
the refrigerator, not at room 
temperature or in warm wa­ 
ter. 
Refrigerate 
raw 
meat, 
poultry, eggs, dairy products 
and other highly perishable 
food promptly. 
The same advice applies to 


bought or home-baked cream 
or custard pies. 
“ They’re far more vulne­ 
rable to bacterial infection 
than most people think,” said 
Mrs. Scotti. 
E v e n bagged 
prepared 
vegetables such as celery and 
salad greens should be wash­ 
ed carefully and well in sev­ 
eral changes of water. 
Keep your hands clean, too. 
Wash them often, particularly 
between 
handling 
different 
food items and after you’ve 
done other houshold chores. If 
you’ve any open sores or cuts 
on your hands, wear gloves 
when you handle food. Dis­ 
posable, 
lightweight 
plastic 
ones are sold at some fancy 
housewares stores. 
Mrs. Scotti’s agency advises 
baking most of the turkey 
stuffing separately or stuffing 
the bird just before cooking 
it, even if you prechill the 
stuffing to lessen the chance 
of spoilage. 
And leftovers should be re­ 
moved from the cavity to a 
covered storage container for 
the same reason.

Proper Procedures 
Prevent Botulism 


“ Botulism should be a rar­ 
ity if proper canning proce­ 
dures are used,” says Dr. 
Herbert Meehan, Los Angeles 
County District Health Offi­ 
cer. 
According to Dr. Meehan, 
botulism spores are present 
in the soil of California, as 
well 
as 
other 
agricultural 
states. These spores will only 
grow and give off their dead­ 
ly toxin in an atmosphere 
that lacks oxygen. The can­ 
ning process creates such an 
atmosphere. 
Unlike 
open 
kettle 
food 
c o o k i n g , proper canning 
methods will kill the botulism 
spore, he explains. 
There are many books and 
pamphlets available to assist 
the 
home 
canner. 
Among 
those available at the Po­ 
mona Public Library are: 
“ Home Canning of Fruits and 
Vegetables” and “ Home Can­ 
ning of Meat and Poultry,” 
by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture; “ Freez­ 
ing and Canning Cookbook,” 
by the food editors of Farm 
J o u r n a l ; “ The Settlement 


Cookbook,” published by Si­ 
mon 
and 
Schuster; 
and, 
“ Spoilage in Canned Food 
and Its Prevention,” issued 
by the California State De­ 
partment of Public Health. 
Most cases of botulism have 
resulted from home canning, 
Dr. Meehan notes. 
C o n c e r n o v e r t h i s 
frequently fatal food poison­ 
ing has grown recently with 
the disclosure 
of 
several 
cases which have resulted 
from both commercial and 
home canning methods. 
“ Botulism is no more com­ 
mon now than in the past. It 
is just getting more public­ 
ity,” he explains. “ It is very 
likely that this type of food 
poisoning was common many 
years ago. Botulism probably 
did not receive the publicity 
at that time because many of 
the deaths that resulted were 
not diagnosed.” 
As District Health Officer 
for Pomona, Dr. Meehan ob­ 
serves that there have been 
no cases of botulism reported 
in the Pomona Valley in re­ 
cent years.

q _ _ Could you recommend some “ A” or higher rated con­ 
vertible bonds selling to yield 5 per cent to 6 per cent? The 
main consideration would be the possibility of worthwhile ca­ 
pital gains 5 to 10 years out. — J.B . 


A — High-rated convertible bonds are few and far between. 


The largest number carrying this rating and yield are utility 
convertibles which are trading primarily on a straight yield 
basis with the conversion feature largely ignored. There are 
two issues which should work out in line with your capital gain 
objective although you will have to give up some interest in­ 
come. 
Federal National Mortgage 4%s of 1996 is trading at an 8 per 


cent premium over conversion value and returns 4 per cent 
current income. Now trading about 109, this bond which is 
convertible into 12.73 common shares, has a current con­ 
version value of $1,014. Standard Oil of Indiana 5s of 1996 
yields currently 4.6 per cent. A 15 per cent conversion pre­ 
mium results from the bond price of 1091/2, common price of 67 
and the conversion ratio of 14.18 shares. 


Q — 1 have 200 shares of American Can (N Y SE) which were 


purchased at $45 in the summer of 1970. Do you think at $30 
the shares are worth holding? 1 am 66 and interested In in­ 
come and appreciation. — C.C. 
A — These shares moved lower on strike-reduced earnings 


in the first half of 1971. In spite of a turnaround in third 
quarter net this year, share price failed to rally. Even the 
sharp market correction was unable to generate an upmove 
for American Can. The weight of market opinion anticipating a 
dividend cut in December was simply too heavy to penetrate. 
It would appear that some of his pessimism is overdone. An 


upsurge in demand for containers as a result of bumper fruit 
and vegetable crops plus a narrowing in losses from two prob­ 
lem areas — printing and chemicals — are both bullish. With 
the uncertainty on the dividend now resolved, price action 
should begin to reflect earnings recovery. Hold.

NEW YORK (U P I)—Bobby Jones’ death brings to mind the 
perpetually recurring irony of how a man will have his heart 
set on one thing and then fall into something else which he’ll 
wind up doing a million times better. 
Which is another way of saying Bobby Jones never would’ve 
performed the Grand Slam and his name most likely never 
would’ve become the household words they did had he ach­ 
ieved his original ambition. 
Bobby Jones didn’t care about becoming a golfer at first, 
what he wanted most was to become a big league baseball 
player. 
Only a couple of nights ago, Don Budge, one of the all-time 
tennis greats, was on that subject and confessed he also had 
his sights set the same way —hoping to be a major leaguer. 


“ Funny thing,” Budge laughed, “ I was talking to Joe Di- 
Maggio about his early years and he told me baseball wasn’t 
his first love at all. He wanted to become a tennis player.” 
Bobby Jones’ golf game impressed everybody who ever saw 
it. Two other things about him impressed me in later years. 
One of them was the way he never complained about a serious 
back condition that forced him to use a cane first and then a 
wheel chair. I know he endured prolonged periods of pain but 
never heard him complain about them once. 
Nor did I ever hear him criticize any of the new young 
golfers although privately I’m sure he didn’t endorse all their 


methods. 
The closest thing to criticism I ever heard from him came in 
answer to a question regarding how he felt about what once 
was growing to be a fad on the tees of par three holes. 
Some long hitters, particularly the younger ones, were em­ 
ploying the practice of placing their ball atop a bit of dirt 
instead of using a regular wooden tee on the par threes. Some- 


still do. 
Jones, asked his feelings about teeing the ball up on the dirt, 
merely smiled and said: “ I used to do the same thing when 
I was young and reckless. When I became older and wiser though, 


I always used a regular tee.” 
The San Francisco Forty Niners had to sweat but they final­ 
ly nailed down their second straight NFC Western Division 


title. 
They did it the hard way, their final 9-5 record winding up 
the same as Cleveland’s and providing them and the Browns 
with the poorest wining marks of the N FL playoff teams.

Leonard Tose, the Philadelphia Eagles’ owner who rehired 
coach Ed Khayat and general manager Pete Retzlaff following 
Sunday’s 41-28 crusher ever the New York Giants, claims he 
“ never contacted” Ara Parsegheian, the Notre Dame coach, 
about taking over the Eagles next year. 
Maybe Tose never contacted him but that doesn’t mean he 
wasn’t kicking the idea around. 
I think Jose’s action after Sunday’s ball game was a wise 
one. 
Steve Zabel, the Eagles’ linebacker-wide receiver, doesn’t 
think “ The coach had that much to do with us winning 
games,” but considering Philadelphia was dead last 0-3 when 
Khayat took over and finished up third with a 6-7-1 record, he 
has to admit it’s one the better “ coincidences” of the year.
